PROGRESS OF THE WORK IN CARPENTRY. 

The two garages to be built by Mr. Johnson’s class in carpentry this 
spring are almost completed, and an inspection of the work shows them to 
be very pleasing in design and of sound structure and excellent workman¬ 
ship. They are excellent subjects for a class in carpentry. 

In former years the classes took up this subject by building miniature 
houses but this was thought to be impractical since it did not give the 
student practice in the handling and working of full sized lumber. This 
method was then given up and the subject taught by building up corners 
of houses, stairways, porches, etc., with full-sized lumber, but this practice 
was also abandoned because it involved a large waste of material, as the 
lumber used was rendered unfit for any other purpose. 

Last year an effort was first made to find a means of making it possible 
to erect some real buildings so as to make the work even more practical 
and economical. So it came about that contracts were made for two garages 
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which were built by the class of 1917. They were built for the cost of the 
material, labor free, and the success of the work found a ready market for 
the finished product. It was an easy matter to find buyers for garages 
to be built this year by the junior class. The cut shows one of these build¬ 
ings and its builders. 



THE AUTOMOBILE WORK. 

In the electrical work of the automobile department, the students 
have almost completed the work of winding three dynamos, of the same char¬ 
acter as are found in the regular equipment of auto lighting systems. This 
work is taken up in order to give the student practical experience and to 
fasten in mind the principles of computation which leads to armature and 
field repair. These dynamos are being wound for 7 to 10 amperes output 
at 6 to 9 volts pressure, this being especially suitable for storage battery 
charging. They will be on exhibition open night. 

The work of tearing down storage batteries has been in progress for 
the past few weeks, and this work will be followed by rebuilding and putting 
into service some new storage batteries which have been ordered in parts. 
This will serve to give the student a practical knowledge of the process of 
storage battery repair, symptoms of trouble and their remedies. 

At the present time several cars are being fitted with lighting and 
starting systems. The program for the rest of the spring term will be the 
finishing of several repair jobs, including the renewing of repair parts 
throughout several machines. Upon the completion of this work the students 
will be enabled to equip themselves for any common repair job that will 
come in their future work. 
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The principal features in the auto work of the summer school will be 
the practical study of lighting, starting and ignition systems, and their 
repair, with special stress laid on the care and maintenance of storage 
batteries, and a thorough knowledge of the parts, care and repair of auto¬ 
mobile gas motors. The course will cover practically no other subject 
outside of these two, because of the fact that these were thought to be 
the most practical for people who are contemplating taking the summer 
course. It is oifered primarily for car owners and those contemplating the 
purchase of machines, and for all those interested in advanced work per¬ 
taining tc rendering practical service in this line. 

Ladies are also invited to take special courses in driving their own 
cars, trouble finding, and in making the ordinary repairs that will likely be 
encountered at any time. 


SUMMER SCHOOL PROMISING. 

The outlook for the summer school is more promising than ever before. 
The attendance as near as can be determined at the present time will be 
larger than it has been at any time formerly, and more courses are being 
offered, some of which present exceptional opportunity in their lines. A 
feature of the work will be the course given by Mr. Dougherty of the Car¬ 
negie Institute. Mr. Dougherty is one of the strongest teachers of metal 
working in the United States and his course in sky-light and cornice work 
will be the finest opportunity offered anywhere for students in sheet-metal 
work. Mr. Dougherty brings with him a special equipment from the 
Peck, Stowe & Wilcox Co. 


NOTES. 

On May 2, 3, 4 and 5, Mr. Bennett and Mr. Seipert were in Lincoln 
Nebraska, attending a meeting of the Western Drawing and Manual Train¬ 
ing Association of the middle west. They report that the exhibits were 
very interesting, having a number of exceptionally fine pieces which showed 
that projects of today are drawing away from the simple and crude things, 
and the elements of design are entering more and more into the work.
